LONDON, June 21,—In the west, 
Paris continues to report French ad- 
vances, especially in the region of 
Arras. Here it is asserted progress 
has been made in the direction of 
Souchez and the capture of several 
trenches has brought the attackers 
near the northwest of the village. 
Further progress also is reported in 
the Lorraine district and in the 
Vosges. It the latter region the 
French claim to have made an ad- 
vance beyond the cemetery at Metz- 
eral, the loss of which town is now 
officially admitted by Bertin. 

Rawa Ruska, according to a Berlin 
official report, is the latest Russian 
position in Galicia to fall into the 
hinds of the Austro-Germans, and as 
the Teutons also are reported to be 
fighting east of this town the invest- 
ment of Lemberg must be so near 
complete that the Russians must 
withdraw from the Galician prapital 
or leave a portion of their forces 
there to be besieged, 

The German General von Macken- 
ven is reported to have seized the 
railway connecting Rawa Ruska with 
Lemberg, thus cutting off the retreat 
northward for the Russians, Accord- 
ing to the latest news from the Aus- 
trian headquarters the Teutonic allies 
are now within nine miles of the lim- 
its of Lemberg. 

Considerable wonder is expressed 
by the German military critics over 
the Austro-German advance of the 
last few days. They had expected the 
Russians to make «a firm stand along 
the Grodek line. Inatead, however, 
trand Duke Nichloas, the command- 
der-in-chief of the Russians, not only

Clinton N. Howard in Forceful Lecture at First Presbyterian Church 


Last Night Defines ‘‘Personal 
Horse 


At the First Presbyterian church 
last night Clinton N. Howard deliver- 
ed his third lecture, taking as his 
topic "The World's First Man,” It was 
a two-hour “joy-ride” to |Eden with 
many side lights on the local prohibi- 
tion campaign. 

He emphasized the fact that the 
prohibition act for this province was 
in harmony with the divine plan, and 
denied that it sacrificed the ‘personal 
liberty” of the citizen, 

He spoke in part as follows: 

Personal Liberty Defined, 

1 have no personal liberty to sell 
what you have a personal liberty to 
drink, Men are fond of saying: “The 
law has no right to dictate what a 
man shall eat or drink or wear.” But 
the law does, It does forbid your 
dressing in your wife's clothes and 
forbids her dressing in yours; the law 
does forbid a man shooting game in 
his own woods or fishing for trout In 
his own private’ stream or pond on 
his own farm. The law forbids a man 
from smoking in his own factory. 
President Woodrow Wilson exercised 
his personal liberty and violated the 
traffic ordinance of Washington by 
crossing the street in the direction of 
the ‘White ‘House d'agonally, A police- 
man called him back and the presid- 
ent of the United States crossed the 
street at right angles, according to the 
law of “safety first’’ made by organ- 
ized society, 

The country man's right is the city 
man's crime, Why? Because all per- 
sonal liberty is surrendered to the 
public good in a siate of civilized 80- 
ciety.

They are not J sonal at all, 
Personal Liberty. 

Personal liberty is a matter of per- 
sonal choice, of personal right to eat 
or to drink, ‘No prohibitory law ever 
adopted or proposed attempts to inter- 
fere with that right. The Alberta 
Liquor Aet most carefully respects it 
Jt does not seek to compel a man to 
abstain; it d not say that he ought 
must not or dare not drink. It 


no 
passes only upon the social right of 
trade, traffic and sale. Whether a 
man drinks or abstains is entirely his 


own affair, so long as he does not 
poison himself, compel society to cure 
him. support him when he is unable 
to take care of himself, lock him up 
when he is dangerous to be at large, 
bury him at the public e ense when 
he is a corpse, or interfere with the 
personal Hherty of others when he is 
exercising his own. 

It is a recognized principle of civil- 
ived society that no citizen has a right 
to commit self-destruction or to pois- 
on himself in such a way and to such 
un extent as to become a public nuis- 
ance or a public charge. With that ex- 
ception, whether and whatever a man 
drinks is his own affair .to be regulat- 
ed by his own appetite, palate and 
conscience, J may believe that it is 
besy for him to abstain, but I have no 
right to force my belief upon him, 
or compel him by law to regulate his 
conduct by mine, or the way | think 
that he ought to regulate his, 

This rule applies to any commodity, 
whether food or drink -irrespective of 
the liquor question, It is upon this 
principle that the claim of personal 
liberty is made, And it seems so rea- 
sonable and plausible that it deceives 
even some of the elect,—-men whose 
personal habits, and whose sympath- 
jes naturally place them upon our 


side o fthe contest. Where is the dif- 
Heulty? 
It lies in the fact that these men 


do not properly discriminate between 
au personal right and a social act. Per- 
sonal liberty relates to private con- 
duct If a man signs the temperance 
pledge he surrenders his personal lib- 
erty. or personal privilege to drink; 
when he votes dry,—to prohibit the 
liquor tratfic,—It has nothing what- 
ever to do with the question of per- 
sonal liberty. 


To abstain is a personal avt; to 
market, traffic and trade ,is a social 
right. limited by the social effect of 


the thing sold and the place where it 
isgkept for sale. 

This distinction between total ab- 
stinence, Which relates to personal 
liberty or personal conduct, and pro- 
hibition, which relates to social con-

The Chinese in (New York have a 
dog feast at their New Year's celebra- 
tion and the police have never inter- 
fered with their personal right. But if 
you opened a meat market and skin- 
ned dogs and cats or exposed horse 
sausage for public sale, the meat in- 
spector would confiscate the entire 
supply, close up the place as a public 
nuisance and arrest you for selling 
what you had a personal right to eat, 

We have a law against the sale of 
impure literature, We do not say that 
a man shall not read it, even though 
that may harm him; beca it Is his 
personal right to damage his own 
character and corrupt his own mind; 
but if-he opens a shop for the dissem- 
ination and sale of such literature to 
corrupt the youth of the community: 
sociew steps in and interferes—not 
with his personal liberty to read what 
he likes, but with his social right to 
sell that which corrupts public morals, 
Under tihs law tons of impure Itera- 
ture, licentious post cards and immor- 
al books are seized and destroyed 
every year, without compensation to 
their. owners; indeed they are prose- 
cuted and fined or jailed for the of- 
fense against publié morality and de- 
cency, That is prohibition,

offence under this Act, 

(2). Any dentist who is law- 
fully and regularly engaged in the 


practice of hts profession, and who 
shail deem it necessary for any 
patient being then under treatment 
by him that such patient should 
have a drink of diquor. may him- 
self adminiater to such patient the 
Nquor thus needed, and for such 
punpose he may keep in h‘s office a 
quantity of Mquor not exceed'ng one 
pint at any one time, and every 
such dentist who shall administer 
such liquor in evasion or violation 
of this Act shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Act. 

“(3). Any veterinary surgeon

The second item, ‘Dead mileage.” 
has increased from 664 miles in 1914 
to 10,988 miles fn 1915, Just what 
dead mileage is, this writer could not 
learn, but it has an unpleasant sound 
—ecarcely the branch of the business! 
one would wish to expand 160 per 
cent. Or is it a means of increasing 
the divisor to apparently, reduce the 
unit cost? 

“There has been a decrease of 1,484,- 
422 in passengere carried. Say 10,000 
less people per day have been accom- 
modated; frequently because no cars 
were on hand and the shoe dealer got 
the nickel; sometimes because the 
cars could not or avould not stop for 
the business, The receipts per pas- 
senger, however, have advanced 14 
per cent, That is not a triumph of 
economical management; it is merely 
making the owners and users of the 
fsystem pay higher for worse service, 

The expenses per car per day show 
only a 10 per @ent, decrease; do not 
fail to ramember that the price of 
power has been reduced 25 per cent. 
The power comes from another civic 
department; same owner, another 
pocket, net result nil. The skip stop 
system appears to have reduced the 
quantity of current used from 3.6 
k.w.h, to 8.2 kaw.h. per car mile. In 
money, the saving is six-tenths of a 
cent per mile. Perhaps two fares 
were lost by skipping staps im that 
mile. Is it worth while? 

The item “motormen and  conduc- 
tors’ wages” tells an interesting tale 
to attentive ears. To operate a car 
each hour cost 76.9 cents for platform 
wages ‘this year—over 38 cents ‘in 
hour for each man; and the point is, 
the men don’t get it. Is this the most 
economical use that can be made of 
the hours the men are puid for? Al- 
though the men today receive 10 jer 
cent. less pay than last year, the sav- 
ing only appears to the extent -of 1.5 
cents per hour for two men, Could 
we ask better evidence that the labo: 
expense is not being utilized to good 
advantage under present schedules? 

In depreciation charges, the street 
railway received a ‘bonus of $17,000 
this vear. t's an item that is subject 
to change by each year's council; why 
worry about it?) The worst harm 
that it can cause is bad book-keeping, 

In more than one individual (tem, 
genuine economies have been effected, 
for which one may be grateful. It 
seems crue} to demand further savings, 
but especialy in view of the fact that 
the actual savings have not been suffi- 
cient to offset the loss of revenue (the 
apparently less deficit to the con- 
trary), it is safe to predict that the 
ratepayers of the city will not accept 
the assurance that the ultimate has 
been achieved, The private and muni- 
cipal,street. railways of Canada have 
cut down in many instances to points 
that make our economies seem \petty
